PHILLIPS GIVES 

STUDYING HINTS 


The student body was led off to a 
good start last Friday morning in 
assembly, by a word of advice from 
Professor J. Paul Phillips, professor 
of Psychology and Education, in an 
interesting talk entitled, "How To 
Study." 

Reverend N. M. Stigler read the 
scripture and, after a brief talk, in¬ 
vited the students, in behalf of Mar¬ 
tin pastors, to attend the church of 
their selection in Martin and to trans¬ 
fer their church membership to Mar¬ 
tin. 

Prof. Phillips’ first remarks were 
on what an educated person really is. 
He read two interesting articles on 
this subject from a book by William 
Dean Martin. Some interesting and 
helpful points were given under his 
main topic, which were: 

1. Get rid of the idea that you are 
working for the teacher. 

2. Correct all physical defects if 
possible, or as nearly as possible.
